WASHINGTON, Oct. 4—(INS)—The House Ways and 

Means Committee completed action today on a “Christmas 

resent” tax reduction bill that would give all taxpayers an 
come tax cut of at least 10 per cent next Jan. 1. 

The tommittee’s income tax reduction plan would exempt 

12 million lower income individuals from payment of federal 

income taxes altogether and would ‘ 


reduce levies more than 25 per 
cent for the majority of the 48 
million income taxpayers. 

The tax reductions voted »y the 
committee would slice govern- 
ment revenues an estimated five 
billion, 319 million dollars in 1946. 

A coalition of Republicans and 
Democrats drove through the tax 
reduction program as a substitute 
for the administration tax plan. 
The income tax cut was proposed 
by Reps. Carlson, Republican, 
Kansas, and Knutson, Republi- 
can, Minnesota. 

Income taxes would be reduced 
4 percentage points in each brack- 
et. However, this would result in 
@ cut of less than 10 per cent for 
upper bracket taxpayers above 
$21,000 to $25,000 income level. To 
compensate them the committee 
voted to cut their taxes a straight 
10 per cent. 

OTHER REDUCTIONS 

Other tax reductions approved 

the committee follow: 

1. Reductions in the excess prof- 
fts tax on corporations from 95 to 
60 per cent, and in the normal tax 
‘on corporations from 40 to 36 per 


cent. 

Repeal of the excess profits tax 
outright effective as of Jan. l, 
1947. 

8. Repeal of the $5 automobile 
use tax. 

4. Reduction in excise taxes on 
liquors, furs, jewelry, cosmetics, 
theater admissions and a number 
of other things down to the 1942 
level, effective next July 1. 

5. Repeal of the capital stock 
tax and the declared value excess 
profit tax om corporations. 

TO FREEZE OLD AGE TAX 

In addition, the committee voted 
to include in the tax reduction bill 
a provision freezing the old-age 

jon pay roll tax at the present 
evel through 1946. 
This tax is now 1 per sa on 
loyers and employes. Unless 
vem ey "it would rise automatically 
to 21-2 per cent on each, effective 
June 1. 


In adopting this tax program | 


the committee threw out the win- 
dow most of the plan presented on 
Monday by Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Vinson. 

The committee action in conse- 
quence was a major defeat for the 
administration, although the total 
tax cut is only a little more than 
300 million dollars in excess of 
the five billions recommended by 
Vinson. 

VINSON’S PROGRAM 

The treasury secretary asked for 
repeal of the three per cent nor- 
mal tax on individuals and the 
excess profits tax on corporations. 
He recommended also that July 1 
be set as the date on which ex- 
cise taxes would revert to the 
1942 level. 

Repeal of the normal tax on 
individuals has cut government 
revenues a little more than two

Hits Steel 
Industry 


PITTSBURGH, Oct. 4.—(P)— 
The 14<day-old soft coal strike 
caught up -with steel production 
today as the total of miners idle 
in five states climbed to 139,000— 
nearly 35 per cent of the nation’s 
coal-diggers. 


The Carnegie-Illinoig Steel Cor- 
poration, U. S. Steel subsidiary, 
shut down the equivalent of 2 1-2 
of its Pittsburgh area blast fur- 
naces and announced 10 more 
would be affected by Sunday 
night. 

Carnegie-Illinois also planned to 
cut operations of its Clairton, Pa., 
by-products coke plant—largest of 
its kind in the world—to 50 per 
cent by late Saturday. 


Anxious Pittsburgh household- 
ers deluged retail dealers with

“After this supply is gone, there

LONDON, Oct. 4.—(4)—Russia will pour billions of rubles into 
a vast effort to rebuild its war-devastated areas in five years, an 
undertaking that normally would take 25 years, the Moscow Radio

Laval Ousted, 
Banned From 
Trial Today 


PARIS, Oct. 4.—(UP)—Pierre 
Laval, premier of Vichy France, 
was ejected screaming today from 
the opening session of his trial for 
treason on a charge of: having be- 
trayed France to Hitler's Reich. 
He will be banned from tomor- 
row’s session because of his dis- 
ruptive conduct. 

Laval charged that he was be- 
ing railroaded and shrieked: “Con- 
demn me right away. That will 
make your motives clearer!” 

Court President Pierre Mongi- 
beaux, who duelled verbally with 
Laval throughout five turbulent 
hours, angrily shouted for police 
to remove him and announced 
that his trial would resume tomor- 
row without him. 

Laval’s attorneys informed the 
court by letter that they couldn't 
defend him because they had not 
been given sufficient time to per- 
fect their case. This left Laval, 
one of the craftiest lawyers in 
France, no alternative to conduct- 
ing his own defense.

Driver Alertness Needed 
Between Intersections 


This is another in a series of 


articles on traffic accidents and

Some of our most deadly acci-| 
dents occur between intersections. 
There are three important things 


to keep on your mind while driv- 
ing from one intersection to an- 
other: (1) the pedestrian who will 
walk diagonally across the street; | 
(2) the car or truck that will pull) 
from an alley without stopping; 
(3) cars pulling from the curbing. | 
Not too much to keep on your) 
mind while driving, do you think? | 

The average length of a city 
block in all our cities is 450 to 500 | 
feet. A speed of 20 miles per) 


hour, which is usually considered _ 


safe, equals 30 feet per second, re-| 
quiring approximately 15 seconds 
to go from one intersection to an- 
other. A speed of 30 miles per 
hour, which is in violation of the. 
law and usually dangerous, equals 


seconds to go from one intersec- 
tion to another. There are ap- 
proximately 12 blocks to the mile. 
Saving as you do 5 seconds to the 
block by increasing your speed 
from 20 to 30 miles per hour 
means one minute per mile. Your 
chances of an accident have been 
increased 2 1-2 times. 

So when you are tempted to in- | 
crease your speed to save: time, 
think of the time you will some 
day lose in an accident. Driving 
too fast for existing conditions is a 


contributing factor in practically 
every accident.

Traps Women 
From America 


CHUNGKING, Oct. 4.—(UP)— 
American Red Cross girls were 
trapped in Kunming today be- 
tween clashing troops of the cen- 
. tral government and of Gen. Lung 
Lyung Yun, a warlord ousted as 
governor of Yunan province by 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 

Five tiny American liaison 
planes operating from airfields 
outside town dropped food and 
supplies to the girls and the Amer- 
ican troops, armed mainly with 
-45 caliber pistols, guarding them. 
ORDER RESTORED 

Maj. Gen. H. H. Aurand, com- 
mander of U. S. forces in the 
Kunming area, indicated order 
had been restored after bitter 
street fighting, but he tolc the 
Americans in the city to stay 
where they were. The Red Cross 
girls whose number was not known 
atid the few soldiers with them 
were believed to be the only 
Americans endangered by the 
fighting. 


Three American soldiers were 


wounded in Kunming yesterday in 
‘the clashes between the govert- 
ment and the irregular forces. 

The Red Cross girls and the 
American soldiers in Kunming— 
terminus of the Stilwell road, the

The most tragic aspect of the current 
strike wave is the fact that, almost what- 
ever the outcome, additional inflation will 
result. ; 


Exorbitant wage demands will inevi- 
tably result in higher prices all along the 
line. 


And if the demands are not granted, 
strikes will hold up production, thereby 


encouraging inflationary competitive bid- 


ding for already scarce consumer goods. 


The statement by C. E. Wilson, presi- 
dent of General Motors Corporation, that 
a 30 per cent wage increase would mean a 
full 30 per cent increase in car prices is, of 
course, going too far. Something more 
than labor pay goes into the cost of auto- 
mobiles. 


But Mr. Wilson’s figures do not seem 
nearly so out of line as those of Walter 
P. Reuther, vice president of the CIO’s 
United Auto Workers, who claims wages 
ean be increased a full 30 per cent without 
raising prices one penny. 


Certainly, no one can argue with Mr, 


Wilson’s contention that inflationary wage 
demands, setting off a spiral of increasing 
wages, costs and prices, are a real disserv- 
ice at this time. 


“Inflation is the worst of all economic 
diseases,” said Wilson. “It reduces the 
value of money in terms of what money 
will buy. It reduces the value of the sav- 
ings of the people.’ It undermines security. 
It underwrites depression. It destroys con- 
fidence. It creates unemployment.” 


Somewhere in between the estimates of 
Mr. Wilson and Mr. Reuther lies the truth 
as to how much wages can be increased at 
this time without affecting new car prices. 
But until some means of agreeing on that 
figure is found, new car production is to 
be stalemated. What American way is 
there save that of arbitration and bar- 
gaining? : 


Meanwhile, every- day that assembly 
lines are idle, inflation makes further in- 
roads in the used-car field. 


The automobile strike must be settled 
at once. Inflation will be disastrous to 
labor and management alike. 


His Honor, the Mayor, Is Correct 


William B. Hartsfield, mayor of the 
municipality of Atlanta, made a speech the 
other day to some gentlemen at lunch. 


Without wishing too much to shock 
His Honor, we wish to say that he was 
entirely correct in what he said. Mayors, 
poor fellows, are so unused to having any- 
one agree with them they are often timor- 


ous, petulant folk. 


Mayor Hartsfield declared that in At- 


lanta the mayor had no power to hire or 
fire, to discipline or control, ta initiate or 
direct. All that is a matter for the de- 
partment heads and for committees of 
council. Yet, the mayor is held respon- 
sible. He is, in fact, a sort of whipping 
boy. When things go wrong with munici- 
pal services, citizens don’t think of some 
councilman or committee—they think of 


the mayor. More likely than not they 
ring him up and put a burr in his pants. 


The ‘mayor asked for a stream-lining 
and for a little authority. We think he 
ought to have it. 


Meanwhile, we would like to point out 
to the council committee responsible that 
Atlanta’s streets are, and have been, dis- 
gracefully dirty. This fact is commented 
on by every visitor and by many Atlantans. 


We would like to complain to the re- 
sponsible committees that an ordinance is 
on the books requiring citizens to keep 
their property, vacant lots especially, 
cleaned up. There are too many in Atlanta 
in frightful condition, providing a breed- 
ing place of rats. 


Traffic is a problem to be met. 


Will the gentlemen responsible please 
do something about it?

A Rule-of-Thumb 
Economist Tries Hard 


Even a rule-of-thumb economist, advanced, 

: ; however, beyond the Adam Smith theory, can 

” ' plunge boldly into the “30 per cent increase” 
demand of today and come up with certain obvious facts. 

Everybody is being a little too blithe and hardheaded. 

Nevertheless, certain patient steps of reasoning may be taken, 
as follows: : 

In order to keep pace with national income those who work 
for a wage should have increases in proportion to the increase in 
goods and services that a day’s work will produce. 

The obvious fault in the reasoning of those demanding a 30 
per cent increase is they ignore the basic fact that they should not 
get the entire amount of the productive gain. A part of it, call 
it profits, must go to those who provide the machines which make 
the increase in production possible. If this doesn’t happen then 
the machines can’t be provided. Also, the public, the patient pub- 
lic, must get a part of the gain in better goods and cheaper prices. 
If not, then the public can’t and won't buy. 

Now, these are undeniable facts, and no amount of glib talk 
can argue them away. 

The government figures indicate that industry improves its 
productive efficiency about 3 per cent per year. That does not 
include aircraft and other war goods, such as tanks, guns and so 
on, where we more or less started from scratch and had a higher 
preductive increase. For ordinary consumer goods the annual in- 
crease is about 3 per cent. From 1940 to now the increase would 
be about 15 per cent. 

But, as the Federal Reserve Bank economists have pointed out, 
peacetime consumer goods production likely will not increase that 
fast this year, even without strikes, because of the lag brought 
about by reconversion, retooling and installation of new machines. 
The Idea Those who propose the 30 per cent increase say they 

do so to obtain the same pay in dollars for 40 hours 
of work as they got for 40 hours plus eight hours of overtime in 
war-work plants. 

This reasoning is obviously not sound. First, it ignores the fact 
that taxes, especially those for the wage earners in the lower 
brackets, will be reduced; that income tax for most of these will be 
eliminated. It ignores, too, the fact that if production comes in 
great volume, prices and the general cost of living will decline. 

Also, it assumes that other day—that eight hours the war worker 
worked overtime—is of no value. The economists of today are 
talking quite a lot of the unexploited field of leisure. 

It ignores, too, the positive fact that while some of the major 
industries of “Big Business” could absorb a 30 per cent increase, 
and that some few smaller ones might do the same, such an in- 
crease generally would make it impossible for the greater propor- 
tion of American business—small business—to run at a profit. They 
would run at a loss or they would increase prices. 

Labor leaders and management are perfectly right, from the 
viewpoint of economics, in saying that production costs go back, 
in the final analysis, to the cost of some person’s labor. That being 
true, it must follow as night the day that if labor costs are more, 
then production costs are more, and price increases inevitably join 
in the parade ... we get a sort of merry-go-round—raise wages, 
raise prices, raise wages, raise prices. 

They call that inflation. It wipes out savings, it wrecks those 
who live on white-collar salaries; it destroys widows living on small 
insurance annuities; it wipes out savings accounts, life insurance 
policies, and so on. 

The historian, looking at the past 25 years, will be able to say, 
without fear of contradiction, that it was the inflationary destruc.

and their lesser imitators. The same thing happened, to a de- 
gree, in the destruction of the Roman empire and the Greek. 


Therefore, stubbornly to insist on a 30 per*cent increase; to 
refuse arbitration and conciliation, by labor or management, is to 
say, “To hell with the consequences.” 

Labor, after years of fighting for, and gaining, the right of 
collective bargaining, now is, in effect, saying in autos and steel 
that it will not bargain at all, but will set its own rates and be 
damned to you, In oil, management seems to be saying the same 
thing in reverse. 

The helpless, in-between peoples, develop a sense of frustration 
and enormous futility as they look on. That futility could be 
organized by some demagogue. This I mention, just in passing. 
It will be organized if inflation and depression come. 

Meanwhile, the CIO continues to do a very effective job of 
presenting its case persuasively and smartly enough to cover the 
flaws. I don’t know why it is, but industry and management 
almost always seem inarticulate and, when they are articulate, they 
are so clumsy and unconvincing. 

A general 30 per cent raise in wages would bring on an in- 
flation which would destroy the nation’s economy. It would be 
a frightful thing. Yet, against the persuasive campaign for it, there 
is only the cry “inflation,” without making a clear argument. 
Which can be made.

2Amend the 95% excess prof- 
its tax on corporations by allowing 
all sums plowed back, or reinvest- 
ed in new and better productive 
facilities permissible deduction up 
to the full amount of liability un- 
der existing tax law. 

3—Similarly amend al] other in- 
come and profits taxes to effect 
reduction up to 25% by making 
all new job creating investments 
for the year allowable deductions 
before taxes.

Because any tax cut for employ- 
ers would be conditioned on mak- 
ing good promises which may 
turn out as just so much talk. 
They would have to do something. 

Because it would be a break for 
labor. It would mean that business 
could not profit by the tax cut 
except by keeping labor on the 
job. It would mean labor and 
management must co-operate—be- 
cause labor would know failure 
would result in utter collapse of 
our system of free enterprise. 

Such a tax law would hold out 
to industry the choice between full 
employment and low taxes—or 
low production, starvation and an- 
archy. 

Because—only one choice could 
be good—full employment.

How often of late you have 
heard or read this statement, or 
one like it. Statesmen and com- 
mentators and leading citizens re- 


peat it in accents of dread and 
horror. 


Apparently it is our Christian 
duty to keep any land from turn- 
ing Left, and failure would bur- 
den our conscience with a trag- 
edy equivalent to an epidemic of 
all the plagues. 

Yet nobody tells us what turn- 
ing Left means or what the aw- 
ful results will be. 


Let’s trim the matter down to 
convenient size. Let’s say thal 
Bill Jones, white-collar ‘worker, 
has long had difficulty in making 
ends meet and of late has gam- 
bled away his salary in an effort 
to get something for nothing. He 
is broke; his credit is gone; the 
house is cold, and his wife and 
kids are hungry. 


Then Mrs. Bill Jones speaks as 
follows: “You have always been 
the head of the house and I have 
respected your wishes, but you 
have failed us and I am fed up. 
Tomorrow I am taking over as 
boss. I shall get a job, if I have 
to clean the streets, and the kids 
will get jobs. And hereafter I 
will handle the dough.” 


Mrs. Jones has turned Left. 


When economic conditions get 
tough, people are always “agin 
the government.” Note what hap- 
pened to Hoover when gamblers 
and fools caused a panic. Note 
what England did to Churchill. 


The people of all Europe are 
broke and hungry, and will soon 
be freezing. Only the rich fare 
well on supplies bought from 
black marketeers. Hitler and his 
thieving Germans made all the 
suffering inevitable, but the peo- 
ple blame those who now have 
authority. All of their complaints 
boil down to this: “You have the 
power. Why don’t you save us?” 

If in desperation they turn 
Left, they will turn away from 
the rich, the high-born, the polli- 
ticians, the church, and all who 
have led and managed them in 
the past, and follow new men 
who promise them the impossible. 

There are degrees. of turning 
Left. People can turn a little 
way and establish a democracy 
similar to ours. (Our forefathers 
turned Left when they won the 
freedom from England; those who 
would not turn were Tories, afraid 
of the common people they de- 
spised.) 

Europeans who turn all the way 
to the Left are likely to find 
themselves under Stalin’s thumb.

‘The Tragedy of the Lost Peace 


While industry after industry is struck in the United States and 
cries for more rapid demobilization descend upon the people’s rep- 
resentatives, and the tax structure is overhauled, d America 


prepares to enter peace as sensationally as she went to war, eyes 
have been diverted from London, where a first-class tragedy has 
taken place. 


The peace negotiations have broken down. There is no peace. 
We have been counting our chickens before they were hatched. 
The eggs that were to produce the great new age of peace are 
sterile. The situation is just as bad as it can be. 


Truth is, it was bad at Casablanca, at Moscow, at Yalta, at San 
Francisco, and, at Potsdam, it was worst of all. We put the most 
favorable interpretation on things; we trusted our leaders; we hoped 
for the best—once our enemies were unconditionally surrendered. 
But in sober moments, studying the documents that issued from 
these various meetings. we could not hide our doubts and fears. 

What was to be the fate of small nations in the Big Three—or 
Big Five—world? What was a small nation? France? Was she 
really one of the “bigs’”—or was her inclusion all hooey? If the 
small nations disappeared as power factors, along with Germany 
and Japan, what would move into the vacuum thus created? The 
Big Three? And when, in history, had great powers restrained them- 


selves, each in the interest of the other? 

Where—we asked ourselves—was that 
Where Was Truth? ancient figure, her eyes bandaged 
against prejudice, holding the scales?. Where were the people, the 
“common men,” whose peace and whose century this, we were told, 
was to be? The small nations, plus the enemy peoples in Europe 
alone, composed populations totaling those of the United States 
and Soviet Union combined! Were all these to be permanently 
disfranchised? Was not Dumbarton Oaks a fraud from the begin- 
ning—from the moment it was accepted that the strong should 
enjoy privileges denied the weak, and be exempted from restrictions 
that the small countries must assume? 


The cry went up, “We must be realistic!”—but no one could 
define for us this new realism. It looked to us very much like the 
old nick. And, oh, the fascination exerted by the enemy! How 
easy, while fighting him, to accept his very principles, or his un- 
principles, elevated into a ‘“‘weltanschauung” (a political philosophy). 

Afterward the ballyhoo of San Francisco. In Europe people 
called it “San Fiasco.” And in London American journalists have 
been protesting against the lack of liaison between the American 
delegates and the American press, who had to get their information 
of the conference’s deadlocks largely from non-American sources. 


No world organization was created at San Francisco. No prin- 
ciples were enunciated at Potsdam. Free elections were promised, 
but no steps were taken, at any time, to insure the most primitive 
conditions for popular rule anywhere. So the new world organi- 
zation has not survived as many months as the wretched. League 
of Nations survived years. 


We must start over again—from scratch. The 
F rom Scratch same newspapers which told us of the break- 
down in London announced the War Department's opinion that air 
war between continents is already possible. But we shall lose that 
next war, if we are isolated on this island for the kill. 


If we are to survive, the coming generation, we must really 
organize internationally, which means under law, applicable to 
great and small equally, with genuine international instruments 
internationally controlled for mutual pfotection and well-being. If 
all the nations of the earth will join, so much the better. If some 
will not, then let us make a real international order with those 
who will. 

Specifically, if Russia will not, then we must organize without 
Russia. Under no circumstances must we diréct ourselves against 
her: the international organization should guarantee even non- 
members aid against aggression, and leave its ranks open at all 
times to everyone, including our late enemies. ,

life or death on this planet. It cannot be settled by collective bar- 
gaining among great powers over the spoils of war.

FURTHER THAN THAT, a con- 
tinual blockade against the Presi- 
dent’s program that produced a 
stalemate in congress would lend 
color to a charge of ineptitude 
against the administration. This 
is dangerous politically, for what- 
ever cause, even if Republicans 
help contribute to that as they 
have been doing through their co- 
alition with southern Democrats. 
It is sometimes hard to spell out 
responsibility to the voters who 
look rather to the result. 

But, to attract any substantial 
support from labor, Republicans 
must offer something. Mr. Tobin 
knows that. So do Republican 
leaders. 


THIS BRINGS UP an interest- 
ing exhibit by a Republican con- 


ressman, Rep. George Bender, of 

leveland. In “The National Re- 
publican,” a paper he edits, he 
carried some interesting statistics 
showing how Democrats have run 
consistently ahead of Republicans 
in recent national elections in all 
of the country’s largest industrial 
and metropolitan counties. 

“It is obvious therefore,” he ob- 
served, “that the Republican 
party must concentrate in larger 
metropolitan centers throughout 
the country on a program that 
will convince labor, our colored 
voters, and our returning veter- 
ans that the Republican party of- 
fers better prospects for the fu- 
ture of the nation than the oppo- 
sition.” 

It is just as obvious—and some 
Republicans concede it—that the 
Republican party in congress, as a 
party, has not concentrated on 
such a program. There are of 
course notable individual excep- 
tions in an increasingly vocal and 
active progressive group. 


NOW COMES National Chair- 
man Herbert Brownell Jr., in a 
speech at Philadelphia, in which 
he devotes half to Pear] Harbor. 
That is going to be investigated 
by congress, as it should be to 
clear up the record, if possible. 

Even though Pearl Harbor might 


make some votes, there are also 
other issues on the troublous pres- 
ent as well as in the future that 
seem to deserve some attention 
and clarification by the party. By 
election time next year it is pos- 
sible that Pear] Harbor will have 
been forgotten. It may have tak- 
en its place among other similar 
disastrous incidents, such as the 
firing on Fort Sumter and how 
much Abraham -Lincoln’s policy 
had to do with that—a favorite 
subject among Copperheads of 
that day—and the Battle of Blad- 
ensburg where raw American re- 
cruits broke and ran and let 
through the British Army that 
burned the capital and the White 
House. 


THE PARTY leadership in con- 
gress now is drafting a party pro- 
gram on the proper assumption 
that there is where the record is 
made. To be of much influence, 
such a program must take a stand 
on all current issues and embrace 


the party. 

Some party leaders are aware 
that this also, and the perform- 
ance on it, may be taken into 
account by the voters.

L. N. F. Jr., of South Bend, asks: 
There is a correspondence course I 
would very much like to take, but 
I don’t know if I can get the OK. 
Does the GI Bill give us men the 
right to take a correspondence 
course? 

Under the present law, corre- 
spondence courses aren’t allowed, 
but possibly the law may be 
amended to include them in the 
term “educational and training in- 
stitutions.” Such an amendment 
already has passed the House, and 
now is before the Senate’s Finance 
Committee. 


Question from W. D. S., Mont- 
gomery: Exactly what does the 
subsistence allowance cover un- 
der the GI Bill education pro- 
gram? 

It covers all living expenses— 
such as eating, room, laundry, and 
other personal items. The allow- 
ance can be spent as the veteran 
sees fit. 


G. E. C., of Fillmore, Oklahoma, 
esks this question: How and when 
does one convert GI insurance into 
some old line company insurance? 


This isn’t an unusual question, 
because it seems like many of our 
bunch have somehow gotten the 
idea that commercial life insur- 
ence companies take over from the 
rovernment when National Service 
Life insurance is converted. 


But that’s wrong. It’s still gov- 
ernment insurance—not commer- 
cial insurance. National Service 
J.ife insurance is issued original- 
ly as “term” insurance at a very 
low premium rate. It has to be 
ronverted to a permanent form of 
life insurance (three kinds—ordi- 
rary life, 20-pay life, or 30-pay 
life)—but it’s still National Serv- 
ice Life insurance. 


The period allowed «to convert 
was five years after the original 
Cate of insurance—it’s now eight 
years.

to a permanent type of policy—a 
20-pay life policy—does the 20- 
year period start from the date of 
conversion or from the time the 
insurance was first issued?

But it’s possible to convert back 
to the date the original policy was 
taken out, by paying approximate- 
ly the difference between the 
premiums already paid and what 
the premiums would have been 
for a 20-pay policy during the 
Same period. 

Suppose you’ve paid a total of 
$200 in premiums for say three 
years since you first took out Na- 
tional Service Life “term” insur- 
ance. Maybe, if you had been al- 
lowed originally to buy a 20-pay 
life policy (which you weren't) it 
would have cost you $400 in 
premiums up to now. OK. 
you want to convert your “term 
insurance now to a 20-pay life pol- 
icy and have the 20-year period 
date back -to the time you first 
bought National Service Life in- 
surance? You can do it by paying 
the extra 200 bucks.

“We have no large towns in 

our county,” he informed me at 
a luncheon which we both at- 
tended recently, “yet the number 
of known cases of venereal dis- 
ease in our area is now’ nearly

“Soldiers are really safer on the 
battlefront than back here. Teen- 
age high school girls of many so- 
called better families are among 
our worst offenders. 

“We trace them down when the 
soldiers get back to camp and are 
found infected. They tell the mil- 
itary doctors the names of the 
girls back home with whom they 
associated, and we then get the 
information. 

“Even if the girl is not infected, 
we are given her name and check 
to make sure if she has gonorrhea 
or syphilis.

While I usually stay out of the 
field of organic medicine, I feel 
that we should turn the spotlight 
more vividly on venereal diseases. 
There are two, namely, gonorrhea 
and syphilis. 

DANGERS OF GONORRHEA 

If gonorrhea germs get into the 
eyes, they can soon scar the cor- 
nea and thus produce blindness. 
In most states we now have laws 
making it compulsory for doctors 
to place a little silver nitrate into 
the eyes of every newborn baby. 
This is to make sure no maternal 
gonorrhea will blind the newborn. 

Gonorrhea can be contracted 
from towels and washcloths, as 
well as toilet stools. Caution your 
children accordingly about the 
hazard of public toilets. 

Gorrhea can usually be cured 
promptly if you place yourself im- 
mediately under treatment by a 
local physician. But don’t delay, 
for it can spread and cause per- 
manent sterility. 

SYPHILIS BLOOD DISEASE 

Syphilis usually starts where 
the skin is broken. It is rela- 
tively painless and may last for 
weeks. The glands in the adja- 
cent area may swell. 

A violent sore throat may en- 
sue and the victim may spew mil- 
lions of syphilis germs with each 
cough or kiss. 

Syphilis may alsg be charac- 
terized as a skin eruption during 
its early stages. 

It gets into the bloodstream and 
spinal fluid. A blood test is for 
syphilis. If you have syphilis, the 
test comes back positive. A neg- 
ative Wassermann or Kann means 
“no syphilis.” The degree of the 
infection is roughly measured by 
one plus, or two ‘plus, or three 
plus or four plus, Wassermann. 

The cure of syphilis is usually 
a lengthy process, such as a year 
of regular treatment. Send for 
my bulletin “Sex Problems of 
Young People,” enclosing a three- 
cent stamped envelope, plus a 
dime.

To Sit Pretty 
In Tight Skirt 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

It takes a bit of conniving to sit 
pretty in a skimpy skirt. In fact, 
today’s skirts put the girls in such 
a tight spot that the fitters are now 
handing out instructions on how 
to keep the skirt from hiking 
above the knees when you sit 
down. The trick is in bending 
one knee and using the thigh mus- 
cles to lower lightly. Have one 
leg slightly behind the other, bend. 
that knee as if starting to curtsy, 
then keeping hips tucked under, 
use the powerful thigh muscles 


and sit down. With the hips in 
line and the knee dipped in that 
way, the skirt miraculously stays 
below the kneecap. But if you 
lead with the derriere as you sit 
down, that angle of pull will yank 
up the skirt and no amount of 
tugging will get it down. 

The way not to sit in a tight 
skirt, or any other kind, is with 
knees trailing apart.

Prisoner and War Worker 
Meet at Guam Snackbar 


Way out in the Pacific on Guam, a pretty brunet southern girl, 
Virginia Little, busies herself day in and day out making and 
serving delectable things to eat for war-worn American soldiers. 
She is the daughter of Mrs. M. D. Little, of this city, and an over- 
seas Red Cross worker, having sailed for her present post in the 
early spring of this year. Though Virginia has many pleasant 
associations, there are times when she longs, above all else, for 
the glimpse of one familiar face from home. 

The other day, as she went about her daily chores, she heard 
great shouting outside and upon investigation found that prisoners 
from Japan had just landed. Shortly, a bright-eyed Marine en- 
tered the snackbar and exclaimed: “My, but I feel at home. It 
was here on Guam that I was captured by the Japanese.” 

“Have you, by chance, ever heard of a Dr. John Feder: who was 
captured here and has been a prisoner for four years?” excitedly 
inquired Virginia. 

“Certainly \I have,” came the answer, “he was on my ship.” 

The Marine was straightway sent to fetch Dr, Feder, who is 
the husband of Atlanta’s Virginia Heard, a Ph.D. and an instruc- 
tor in the bio-chemistry department at Emory University. From 
all reports, it was a day of real celebrating when those two At- 
lantans met. 

The Feders were married in the summer of 1940 and John, who 
joined the Navy, sailed the following October for Guam. Virginia 
Little’s sister, Elizabeth (Mrs. Winsor) Letton Jr., of Montgomery, 
Ala., was one of the Feders’ attendants and John hadn’t seen 
Virginia since the wedding. ° 

Three days after the fall of Guam in 1941, John was taken 
prisoner and has been in Japan until his liberation recently. During 
those four long years, his wife has had only two letters and five 
cards from him. But Virginia Little, who had seen John’s wife 
just before sailing for overseas in the spring, gave him all the news 
from home, which he literally devoured. . 

John has cabled Virginia that he will land in San Pedro, Cal., 
on Oct. 12, which will be the fifth anniversary of his departure 
for foreign shores. Virginia is so excited she can hardly eat or 
sleep but she is standing by patiently, waiting for a long distance 
phone call from her doctor husband when he reaches his native 
shore.

I’ve lost friends who were or- 
dinary people and just wanted to 
live and raise a family and pay 
their taxes and cuss the politi- 
cians. I’ve also lost friends who 
had brilliant futures. Gregor Dun- 
can, one of the finest and most 
promising artists I’ve ever known, 
was killed at Anzio while making 
sketches for Stars and Stripes. It’s 
a »retty tough kick in the stomach 
when you realize what people like 
Greg could have done if they had 
lived. It’s one of the costs of the 
war we don’t often consider. 

Those thoughts are deep in us, 
and we don’t talk about them 
much, 


laugh at something funny they 
have said, they freeze their expres- 
sions, turn slowly around, stare at 
him until his stature has shrunk 
to about four inches and he slinks 
away, and then they go back to 
their kidding again. 

New men in outfits have to work 
their way in slowly, but they are 
eventually accepted.

LITTLE JEALOUSY 

There is surprisingly little bick- 
ering and jealousy in combat out- 
fits. There might be a little be- 
tween the company cooks or the 
supply sergeant and the company 
clerk, but the more action any- 
body sees, the less spiteful he is 
toward those around him. 

If a man is up for a medal, his 
friends are so willing to be wit 
nesses that sometimes they must 
be cross-examined to make sure 
they are not crediting him with 
three knocked-out machineguns in- 
stead of one. They fight togeth- 
er, argue together, work togeth- 
er, stick together if one is in trou-, 
ble, and that’s a very big rea- 
son why infantry guys win wars. 

If one man out of a platoon 
got a six-hour pass to go back 
to a town, he would have a good 
time for himself, of course, It was 
expected of him. But he would 
come back with a load of cognac 
for those who didn’t get to go. 
Guys hitchhiked many miles to 
visit their friends who were in 
hospitals; and sometimes they 
would go over to another divi- 
sion to wes an old buddy if they 
had a little time on their hands. 

If a man got a chance to go 
home on rotation, his friends con- 
‘gratulated him, told him they 
'wished to hell they were going 
‘themselves but, as long as they 
couldn’t they gave him their fam- 
ilies’ phone numbers, and they 
wished him a fare-thee-well.

Jacklyn Lucas, of Belhaven, 
N. C., joined the Marines at the 
age of 14 to fight. He fought 
privately—M. P.’s, police and 
such—until. he got tired of be- 
ing in the brig for it. He went 
A. W. O. L., stowed away on a 
ship headed for Iwo Jima, To- 
morrow, recovered from wounds 
suffered when he covered two 
grenades with his body, he gets 
the Congressional Medal of 
Honor from President Truman. 
Lucas, now discharged and at 
17 the youngest man ever to win 
the decoration, tells about it in 
the following story related ex- 
clusively to Margaret Kernodle 
and Kay Stokey, Associated 
Press reporters.
